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\hat’s right, if it hadn’t been for electric brooding that cold winter night 1 was born, I wouldn't be here today.” 
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THIS LITTLE PIG WENT TO MARKET 


A well-known nursery rhyme begins with 
the phrase “This little piggie went to market.” 
But there'll probably be no market and hence 
no profit in the piggies that get caught in a 

chill the first few hours after they are born. 
| Researchers report that the first 20 to 60 
minutes after birth are the most critical. The 
newborn pig’s body has a very poorly devel- 

ed heat regulating mechanism. It takes from 
to 72 hours for this mechanism in the pig’s 

body to start functioning so as to control the 
body heat. It is during this period that they 
are most susceptible to chilling because they 
are so dependent upon the temperature of 
their surroundings. 

A simple method of solving this problem is 
the use of a heat lamp. Hang a heat lamp 
mounted in a porcelain socket directly over 
the farrowing sow. Besides warming the new- 
born pigs, it'll also tend to soothe and calm 
the sow before and during farrowing. Move 
the lamp to a protected corner of the pen 
when pigs are about 12 hours old. 


WASTING ENERGY 


There are two types of energy which many 
of us waste without thinking—physical and 
electrical. Either one costs us. The cost of 
wasting our physical energy may not become 
apparent for many years. But wasted elec- 
trical energy will show up every month in our 
electric service bills. 

There are several things we can do, how- 
ever, to ward off needless wastage of electric 
power. Most important is to make sure that 
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our electric service or wiring is adequate to 
efficiently carry the load we have placed upon 
it. 

Next, we should make certain that our 
equipment is periodically maintained and 
serviced for proper operation. Squeaking 
shafts or bearings are wasting power that can 
be saved by lubrication. Frost on refrigera- 
tion equipment or dust on refrigerator cooling 
coils forces an unnecessary load on cooling 
equipment. A water-logged pump that starts 
and stops repeatedly as water is drawn off is 
wearing itself out’ faster than it should as 
well as wasting power. And faucet leaks, 
especially on hot water taps, can run a lot of 
money down the drain. 

Another simple way to save electric power 
is the proper use of automatic controls. Time 
clocks, thermostats, pressure switches or 
humidistats will do a much better job of sav- 
ing electric power than you can ever expect to 
do if you depend on manual control. 

Our last suggestion, however, is dependent 
upon habit and the proper training of every 
member of your family. That is, to turn off 
unnecessary lights when they are not needed. 
But if yours is a typical family, you'll probably 
find it easiest in the final analysis to just let 
the lights burn and pay the bill.

lectric motors have taken over 

the chores at the Helen 
Harkins farm, Harford Co., 
Maryland. In caring for their 
128 Holsteins, every operation 
from feeding to milking is ac- 
complished by the little electric 
titans, with hardly any human 
labor involved. About three 
hours’ labor per day is saved, or 
about 90 hours a month. 


Three Steps Feed Cattle 


Their automatic bulk feeder 
consists of a silo unloader and 
shuttle stroke feed carrier. The 


= electric silo unloader drops en- 


silage on to one end of the shut- 
tle stroke unit which spreads it 
evenly along a 213 foot feed 
bunk. Only three steps are re- 
quired to operate the equip- 
ment: lowering the unloader in 
the silo to bring it in contact 
with the feed (by means of a 
small windlass at ground level), 
pressing a button to start the un- 
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loader, and another button to 
start the feed carrier. From there 
on, the motors do all the work. 
Marshall and Walter Harkins, 
sons of the owner, constructed 
the feeder themselves. Installa- 
tion of the equipment was part 
of a reconstruction program fol- 
lowing a disastrous fire that de- 
stroyed the Harkins’ stanchion 
barn early in 1957. The barn 
has now been replaced by mod- 
ern facilities, including a 41 by 
104 foot hay barn, 60 by 180 
foot loafing barn, and a long, 
covered feeding section where 
the automatic feeder is used. 


Triangular Yard Is Ideal 


The three structures border a 
triangular yard area for the herd 
—an ideal arrangement for a num- 
ber of reasons. Cows have free 
access to the covered loafing barn 
and a Jarge water tank at the cen- 
ter of the yard. Mud—often knee- 
deep in early spring in many 


yards—is practically nonexistent 
here because a concrete platform 
covers all areas where cows 
walk except in the loafing barn, 
where there is soft, warm bed- 
ding. The platform is scraped 
clean once a week. 

Milking time in the dairy pre- 
sents a picture of thrift and effi- 
ciency, with electric motor-driven 
equipment quickly finishing the 
entire job. Cows file into a tiled 
parlor and each is milked dry in 
two or three minutes. A glass 
and stainless steel pipeline car- 
ries the milk to a bulk tank cool- 
er where instant chilling safe- 
guards it against bacteria growth. 
At the end of the milking period, 
an automatic washer flushes the 
pipeline and milkers with clean- 
ing and _ sterilizing solutions— 
saving time-consuming disassem- 
bling and hand washing. 

The Harkins’ experience shows 
how little electric motors can do 
the job of big husky men—more 
quickly, efficiently and cheaply.

Penny-Pinching Mixer-Grinder 
Saves Livestock Feeding Costs

nara searching for an easier, 
more efficient way of han- 
dling livestock grains ought to 
consider a small automatic mixer- 
grinder. Such mills don’t grind 
the week’s feed supply in a mat- 
ter of minutes. But they do use 
time in place of work. Timely 
field work does not have to be 
interrupted to “stop and grind.” 
The small machine can be useful 
on both large and small farm 
operations.

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Missouri, like the idea of auto- 
matically mixing and grinding 
their rations. They also like the 
low first cost of the mill. Instead 
of building a “commercial type 
elevator” to process feed for the 
10,000 hogs raised each year, 
they bought eight round over- 
head storage bins and two au- 
tomatic hammer mills. The sys- 
tem was installed for about 20% 
of the cost of a commercial-type 
structure. 


Can Mix, Grind Four Ingredients 


Each of the eight elevated 
bins holds 7.3 tons of small 
grain. Under each set of four 
bins is a 2 hp electric hammer 
mill that accurately measures, 
mixes and grinds as many as four 
ingredients at one time. 

On the Meyer farm only three 
ingredients are usually used. 
This leaves two bins for storage 
of fully-processed swine rations. 

After the grain is processed, 
it flows by gravity into a pit right 
below the mills. Here, the ver- 
tical bucket elevator carries it up 
and into storage. It is later 
emptied into auger-unloading 
wagons for its final trip to one of 
the many feed lots. The operat- 
ing costs—about 7¢ per ton. 


Mill Grinds Dairy Feed 


On a dairy farm in St. Charles 
County, Missouri, the Kleusner 
brothers mixed and ground oats, 
shelled corn and a commercial 
supplement in a similar mill. 

Tests made on the finished 
ration by the University of Mis- 
souri Agricultural Chemistry 
Laboratory showed the protein 
content to range from 138.45 to 
14.31% over a two-month period. 
Thus, the mill automatically 
mixed and ground to within 4% 
of the desired 14% protein ration. 
Besides low cost grinding, the 
weekly chore of mixing ground 
grains by hand has been com- 
pletely eliminated. And the 
dairy men believe the freshly- 
ground feed is more tasty and 
easily digested. 
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By installing a mixer-grinder, 
two auger conveyors, and low- 
cost storage bins, a Missouri 
broiler raiser cut feed process- 
ing costs from $4.60 to 63¢ per 
ton. The total cost of owning 
and operating his own feed 
processing system, including 
fixed costs and depreciation, 
amounts to only 63¢ a ton. 
Formerly, his grinding and 
mixing was done at a local ele- 
vator for a fee of $4.60 a ton. 


Better Feed Conversion 


As an added dividend, he 
found better feed conversion 
ratios with the feed he processed. 

The mills on the Meyer farm 


show that they can withstand 
lots of use. They will not, how- 
ever, handle ear corn. 

Most users believe that the 
machines should be equipped 
with a magnet to catch any 
tramp iron that might be in the 
grain. It reduces wear on the 
machine and more importantly, 
perhaps, it reduces livestock 
hardware disease caused by ani- 
mals swallowing tramp iron in 
home-ground feed. 

Although the mixer-grinder 
looks small, it can do a big job. 
With a low investment and a 
little ingenuity in the installa- 
tion, it can save farmers many 
dollars and untold hours of back- 
breaking labor. 0 O

Overhead wires? None here, even 
though there’s plenty of electrical 
equipment inside. Underground wires 
from entrance pole were planned into 
new dairy barn. 200-ampere service 
allows future expansion. 


Before building, the elec- 
trical setup on the farm was 
revised and centralized. All 
the control boxes and meters 
were moved to the meter pole 
and from these everything went 
underground. This was a must 
with Dad. 

“It’s a wonder how the old 
wires and boxes ever handled 
our increased electrical usage,” 
Dad said the other day, when 
we were talking about how 
neat everything is now. 

200-ampere service was sent 
to the barn and tool shed so 
that future electrical equipment 
can be installed without worry 
about enough available power. 


Planned for One-Man Operation 


Then the actual barn plan- 
ning began. Wiring and lay- 
out of all controls were set up 
for maximum convenience and 
ease of use. The barn is set 
up so that it will eventually 
handle 45 head of milkers. 

Planning beforehand has 
paid off by allowing one-man 
operation. Our manager, Wally 
Laugerhausen, easily handles 
our 30 dairy cows now in the 
barn. 

“When a flick of that switch 
starts a silo unloader in motion 
and I can hook the milkers 
right into a pipeline, I'll be 
able to milk 45 head easily,” 
Wally says.

barn includes electric fans, 
fluorescent lighting, a 100- 
gallon electric water heater, 
and a pipeline milking system. 

“There’s always plenty of 
hot water for any emergency,” 
Wally says. “It makes rinsing 
down the 300-gallon bulk tank 
easy.” 

“That old electric kitchen 
clock the girls ‘installed’ in the 
milkhouse keeps things moving 
around here too. The milk 
hauler or salesmen don’t dally 
too long in conversation any 
more,” Wally says. “If I’m 
busy, all I do is give it a few 
anxious glances and they soon 
wind things up and are on 
their way. 


“Our'Latest Additions” 


The first additions since 
building the barn were the elec- 
tric cow trainers which cut 
cattle currying chores to a 
minimum. 

Next came a space heater for 
our milkhouse. It makes chore 
duties here more bearable in 
zero weather and also elimi- 
nates icy floors. 

And Dad is convinced this 
is only the beginning of what 
electricity will do for our dairy 
barn. Feed grinders and elec- 
tric mixers, hay driers and many 
other items can be added at 
any time because adequate 
power was planned in the 
beginning. 0 O

PLANT BED 
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How to Build an Electric Hotbed 


bm value of electric hot- 
beds has been proved 
through years of practical use. 
As a rule, they produce more 
plants per square foot than 
flue-heated or under-fired beds. 
Plants grown in electric beds 
usually are ready for trans- 
planting one to two weeks 
earlier than those grown in 
other types of hotbeds. Fur- 
ther, because it provides auto- 
matically-controlled heat, the 
electric plant bed is a labor- 
saver. 

Proper design and _installa- 
tion are important in electric 
plant beds. Here are some 
points to remember in plan- 
ning and construction: 


@ Choose a_ well-drained 
location convenient to electric 
power and water supply. The 
bed should be level and faced 
south to take advantage of the 
sun. In poorly-drained loca- 
tions, build up with cinders, 
sand or gravel to insure that 
the soil-heating cable will be 
above the water seepage level. 


@ Frame beds with wood,

brick, cement block or other 
materials. Frame at back of 
bed should be higher than on 
front or opposite side (about 
an inch higher per foot of 
width). Build frame high 
enough to allow at least 6 
inches clearance between soil 
level and cover so plants will 
have room to grow. 


e Lead-covered soil-heating 
cable probably will give the 
most permanent _ installation. 
However, synthetic-covered re- 
sistance wires have a lower 
“first cost.” Be sure to use 
cable according to the manu- 
facturer’s specifications. It is 
economica] to plan a bed of 
such length that 120 feet of 
cable will extend the length of 
the bed and back one or more 
times. 


e Lay soil-heating cable 
lengthwise of the bed. The 
first length should be three 
inches from frame. Make a U- 
turn at the end and lay second 
length six to eight inches from 
first. Follow this procedure 
until cable is laid over entire 


bed area. Covet cable with 
one to two inches of sand. Lay 
hardware cloth or small mesh 
poultry wire over sand to pro- 
tect cable and allow cleaning 
with shovel. 


e@ Put soil or other medium 
to support plant growth on top 
of hardware cloth. 


e Have a separate discon- 
nect switch for the hétbed. Lo- 
cate it close to the bed. If this 
switch is exposed to the weath- 
er, use a weatherproof box. 


@ Remember that tempera- 
ture in an electric hotbed is ther- 
mostatically-controlled. Manu- 
facturers of soil-heating cable 
generally recommend the ther- 
mostat to use with the cable. 
Use a soil thermometer to 
check temperature of the soil 
and insure correct setting of 
the thermostat. 


e NEVER let it rain into 
plant bed. Remove the cover 
to allow ventilation and pre- 
vent sun scald. 0 O

Dry House?—So What? 


Jones knew most of the an- 
swers.

First 
of all, he realized by the 
parched-paper feeling in his 
throat every morning that the 
average home is dryer in winter 
than the Sahara Desert is in 
summer.

Automatic washers have ad- 
vance styling and many built- 
in convenience features—choice 
of water temperatures, preset 
wash programs with visual 
guide, good work light, auto- 
matic clock timers and dis- 
pensers for laundry aids. Put 
clothes in and machine does 
the rest—your hands are never 
in water. Some washers re- 
quire more water than others, 
so it’s a good idea to question 
this if your water supply is 
limited. 


Conventional washers require 
more of your attention, do not 
have automatic features; you 
have to put clothes through 
wringer. This is type to con-

Electric clothes dryers: This is a 
work-saver to use summer and 
winter. Warm winter coats 
made of synthetic fabrics can 
be washed in the washer and 
quickly dried for immediate 
wear; in summer extra bath 
towels and swim suits, or 
heavy-duty shirts which accu- 
mulate so fast, are taken care 
of in a matter of minutes. 
Clean, warm air is blown 
through tumbling clothes—they 
come out fresh and fluffy. 
Electric clothes dryers take 
about 45 minutes or less to 
completely dry a washer load 
of clothes (some items, such 
as T-shirts, should be removed 
before they are completely dry 
to avoid shrinkage). Cost to 
do all this work is negligible— 
about 2.7 kilowatt hours, ac- 


Sounds complicated? Not at 
all. Manufacturers of laundry 
aids—soaps, detergents, 
bleaches, etc.—and of the ap- 
pliances themselves have done 
much research to find the easi- 
est and best way to help you 
do all this. You decide what 
your particular needs are, then 
make your choice in appliances 
that will do the job.

Combinatien washer-dryer has 
both laundry operations buili 
into one cabinet. Advantages 
are: spacesaving (because you 
have one appliance instead of 
two), and worksaving because 
you do not have to wait to 
transfer clothes from washer to 
dryer. It also means that a 
combination appliance takes 
longer if you are doing several 
loads of clothes at one time; 
using separate machines, one 
load can wash while another 
is drying. Combination is con- 
nected to drain; therefore, lint 
in the drying cycle is rinsed 
down drain. This eliminates 
necessity for venting. Cost 
may be a little less for the 
combination than for separate 
units. You'll get the same good 
results if manufacturer’s in- 
structions are followed care- 
fully. (Please turn page) 
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Newest aid to good laundry results is 
fabric conditioner. Many washers have 
automatic dispenser (right) which re- 
leases liquid into last rinse. Condi- 
tioner makes clothes softer, fluffier, 
reduces static electricity. Static makes 
dirt cling to slips, other garments, 
particularly in cold weather. 








By turn of a knob (above), or push of a 
“button, new washers automatically do clothes 
by proper method—gentle wash for delicate 
fabrics—full wash and rinse cycle for heavily 
soiled cottons and linens. New electric clothes 
dryers have same flexibility of use in drying 
different types of fabrics. 





































EASY CARE garments are made of synthetic fabrics 
which resist soil and wrinkles. They may be a blend 
of either two man-made fibers, or a natural and a 
synthetic. Some cottons are treated with a resin 
finish to make them more crease-resistant. Buying 
hints: check hand tag on garment for laundering 
instructions; check buttons, mnerlinings, shoulder 
pads and seam bindings—life of garment is often 
determined by washability of these details. Laun- 
dering hints: less washing time is required for syn- 
thetics—at lower water temperatures—than for 
regular fabrics; launder more frequently because 
they need a gentle washing action. New washing 
machines and electric clothes dryers have flexible 
“program” settings to take care of these needs. 

Children’s play clothes may not need touch-ups 
with an iron because they are washed often. But 
if your standards are good (and let’s hope they 
are!) you will find quick use of a warm iron gives 
finished look to seams, collars and hems of dress 
or blouse. 


IRONERS . . . A linen closet filled with satin-smooth, 
beautifully ironed sheets, pillowcases, tableclothes 
and napkins is still a matter of pride for the modern 
homemaker. New electric ironers, like the one 
shown here (left), can be built into any convenient 
location; other types are portable so they can be 
moved from place to place. By using an electric 
ironer it takes less time to do the job, you can sit 
in a comfortable chair while doing it. New ironers 
also have low ironing temperatures to use on wash 
and wear garments. Men’s suits, boy’s slacks, wo- 
men’s dresses and blouses are greatly improved 
with the finish an ironer gives.

HOW TO PLAN ALAUNDRY AREA... 


Before You Make A Plan 


Where you put laundry equipment is impor- 
tant in saving of time and steps. First important 
consideration is location of existing plumbing 
connections. Appliances should be near source 
of hot water and it will save money if plumbing 
work is kept to a minimum. Floor construction 
is another determining factor in placement. In 
older houses this can be a serious handicap; the 
combined weight of a washer and dryer is con- 
siderable and floor should be solidly supported. 


Where to Put Appliances 


Bathroom: More and more laundry equipment 
is being installed in or near the bathroom. Ad- 
vantages are twofold: plumbing connections are 
already there and bathroom is near area where 
most of the soiled linens originate. Bed linens, 
bath towels, underwear, shirts, children’s clothes 
can be dropped right in the washer instead of 
in a soiled clothes hamper. With the push of 
a button clothes come out clean without further 
attention from you (you'll have to teach the 
family certain requirements of sorting white and 
non-colorfast linens, of course). 


Hallway: If the bathroom is not large enough 
for the addition of a laundry area, sometimes 
space can be found for it in a hallway or closet 
nearby. You still have the advantage of access 
to family areas; plumbing connections may be 
on an adjoining wall. 


All-purpose room: This type of room, adjoin- 
ing the kitchen, can often be added to the 
existing house. If it has an entry from the out- 
side, husband and children can remove boots and 
rainy weather gear without taking dirt into rest 
of house. An extra lavatory for clean-up keeps 
traffic out of living areas and offers great con- 
venience. A sewing machine in this room is 
handy for quick mending before clothes go into 
washer. Plenty of light makes it cheerful—acces- 
sibility to kitchen is added convenience. 


Additional considerations: New automatic 
equipment requires less cleaning than old-fash- 
ioned conventional washers; permanent installa- 
tion is more convenient because equipment 
doesn’t have to be moved out for use and back 
again for storage. Electric clothes dryers have 
eliminated clutter of clothes lines or drying racks. 

When planning a laundry area, in addition 
to an efficient washer and clothes dryer, pro- 
vision should be made for storage of laundry 
supplies such as soaps, bleach, conditioner, etc.; 
a space for sorting clothes and treating stains 
is a necessity. A rack to hold items which have 
been ironed is also a good idea. 
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Attractive textured finish of this automatic washer and 
electric clothes dryer gives them a “furniture” look. 
They may be placed in any convenient spot about the

Pink Alaska Pie 


1 quart strawberry ice cream 

1 package frozen peaches, chopped 
3 egg whites 

34 cup sugar 

few drops red food coloring 


Soften ice cream and fold in peaches. Pile into crumb 
crust and freeze until firm. Just before serving beat 
egg whites with sugar and food coloring until stiff. 
Spread meringue quickly over pie, being sure edges are 
sealed to crumb crust. Bake in hot oven (500° F.) 3 to 
4 minutes, only until meringue swirls are brown. Serve 
immediately. 
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Thoroughly blend cocoa 
graham cracker crumbs, 
butter and sugar. Press 
firmly against bottom and 
sides of 9-inch pie plate. 
Bake in moderate oven 
(375° F.) 5-7 minutes. 
Cool and freeze. 


Crust: 


2 cups finely rolled cocoa 
graham cracker crumbs 
14 cup softened butter 


14 cup sugar 


How to Make and Freeze a Crumb Crust 


It’s a good idea to have a few of these delicious and 

easy-to-make pie crusts in the freezer for emergency use. 
Here are a few helpful hints: 
A firm crust is easier to cut. Use basic crumb crust recipe 
(1% cups crumbs, % cup butter, 4 cup sugar), pour into 
a 9-inch pie plate and press firmly against bottom and 
sides. Use 8-inch pie plate to obtain best shape and 
firmest crust (see below). Cool in pie plate, wrap in 
moisture-proof freezer wrap and freeze. 

When crusts are frozen some folks think the baking 
process can be skipped; others think baking gives a 
“nuttier” flavor. Try it both ways to see which you like 
best. 


Variations: 


Peanut butter: omit butter from basic recipe; substitute 
% cup creamy-style peanut butter; fill with banana or 
chocolate cream filling. 

Nutty crust: 1% cups graham cracker crumbs, % cup but- 
ter, 4 cup sugar, % cup nuts (any you have on hand) fine 
chopped. Also good with chocolate cream or chiffon 
filling.

10 Points for 
CAREFUL BUYING 


Have you ever wished you had been a bit more careful 
in dealing with strange salesmen? Here is a review of 
buying cautions from the Attorney General of the State 
of New York which are good for all of us: 


1. Beware of a dealer who 
lures you to his establishment 
with an attractive advertise- 
ment, then tries to sell you 
a higher priced off-brand arti- 
cle. Don’t be misled by phony 
claims of being out of adver- 
tised item, long wait for deliv- 
ery, or that what he is trying 
to sell you is better than adver- 
tised article. 


2. Be wary of hard-to-believe 
“bargain” prices. Check prices 
at other dealers, make sure 
advertised article is as claimed. 


3. Never give up household 
appliances or other items for 
repairs without first getting in 
writing an estimate of probable 
repair cost. Get written assur- 
ance no additional charge will 
be made without your consent, 
that if you do not want “extra” 
repairs article will be returned 
immediately. 


4. Don‘t let a casual door-to- 
door salesman leave merchan- 
dise with you on an “Approval 
Receipt” signature with a 
promise he will retumn. He 
may not come back and you 
may receive a bill for some- 
thing you do not want but have 
unknowingly accepted by your 
signature. 


5. Don’t be rushed into buying 
by flowery sales talk or a “last 
chance to get in on a good 
thing.” Take your time to 
make up your mind. 


6. If you find item received is 
not what you ordered, don’t 
use it and immediately notify 
seller. If finance company is in- 
volved and you receive notice 
for payment, communicate with 
them within 10 days, otherwise 
you may lose valuable rights. 


7. Try to get a written guaran- 
tee; make sure you understand 
what it says, that it protects 
your rights. Get guarantee on 
installation of appliances and 
furnishings, such as carpeting; 
manufacturer can claim prod- 
uct’s warranty has been voided 
if not properly installed. 


8. Don’t make financial com- 
mitments you cannot possibly 
meet. If you fall behind in 
time payments, creditor may 
have legal right to repossess 
purchase and sell it to meet 
part or all of your indebtedness. 


9. Insist that all details of sale 
be in writing. Read contract 
carefully before signing—espe- 
cially the fine print. Demand 
and get exact copy of contract 
for yourself. NEVER SIGN A 
BLANK CONTRACT no mat- 
ter what the dealer tells you. 


10. If you have any doubt 
about a dealer, check with 
Better Business Bureau, local 
Chamber of Commerce, or 
some other community organi- 
zation which protects the con- 
sumer and the legitimate, reli- 
able business man.

Turkey Processing 
Goes Electric 


Automatic equipment allows farmer 
leisure time, more profits 


By ALVA WEST and JOHN SCULLY 











§ pony taste just as good as 
ever. But the modern proc- 
essing by which Felix Longo of 
Glastonbury, Connecticut, pre- 
pares them for the market is 
much quicker, easier and clean- 
er than in the old days. Although 
Longo has been a dairy farmer 
for some years, he came fresh to 
turkey farming last year because 
a neighbor and longtime friend 
wanted to dispose of the turkey 
department on his large poultry 
farm and asked him if he’d like 
to go into turkey raising. So, 
over one weekend, he decided 
to become a turkey grower. 

Starting fresh, however, proved 
to be an advantage from the as- 
pect of laying out and building 
a modern processing plant which 
would use space and labor-sav- 
ing equipment most efficiently 
with the least possible handling 
of the birds. Electric power is 
utilized at almost every step 
from where the birds are pain- 
lessly electrocuted by a 1,100 
volt knife to where the dressed 
carcass is frozen. 

After the birds are electro- 
cuted and bled, they are moved 
to an automatic dunker which 
drops them into water of exact- 
ly 124° F. temperature. The 
temperature here is critical; it 
must be warm enough to loosen 
the feathers and yet not so hot 
as to scald the bird. Then comes 
perhaps the most fascinating ma- 
chine on the line, a new type of 
automatic picker, and the first 
of its kind in the state. The 


center of this machine contains 
a drum covered with rubber 
fingers which, when in opera- 
tion, spins rapidly and picks 
most of the feathers from the 
birds. Other stops along the 
line are an electric wing stripper 
to remove the wing feathers and 
an electric cutter and tendon 
puller which removes the feet 
and tendons. 

Three storage rooms are along 
one side of the plant—a 30° chill 
room, a —40° quick-freeze room, 
and a holding room where the 
temperature is 5° below zero. 
The dressed birds are chilled, 
weighed, packaged, quick frozen, 
and stored until sent to the mar- 
kets or sold at a sales room. 

A small attractive sales room 
equipped with a barbecuer and 
seven spits is at the front of the 
building so that Longo can sell 
barbecued birds when there is 
a demand for them. Last year 
he successfully raised 5,000 
White Holland turkeys, selling 
half for the Thanksgiving trade 
and half for Christmas. 

“One of the most pleasant 
things about turkey farming,” 
says Longo, “is the relatively 
short working hours during the 
turkey production season as com- 
pared with the dairyman’s 
schedule which I had been used 
to. I still start working at 5:30 
in the morning, but if I want to 
keep the rest of the day and 
night free, I can finish it all up 
in one shift in the morning, 
by 9:30.” 0 0 
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Step 1—KILLING: Electric killing knife eliminates the mess by painlessly elec- 
trocuting bird.

Tips on Chick 


bre system brooding is 
the most practical method 
for the average poultryman. 
Electric power is a natural as a 
heat source for such brooding 
set-ups whether they be hov- 
ers or infrared. USDA recom- 
mends electric heat because it 
(1) requires the least atten- 
tion, (2) maintains the desired 
temperature, and (3) has the 
least fire risk. 

There are several important 
points to observe for most suc- 
cessful electric brooding. 

Provide ample room—about 7 
square inches of hover space 
per chick. Confine chicks 
around hover with 18” high 
cardboard guard. This should 


be removed after first week. 


Leave 3 feet of space between 
guard and edge of hover. Use 
good litter of crushed corn 
cobs, shavings, chopped straw 
or peat moss. 

Maintain proper temperature. 
Brooder should be operated 48- 
96 hours before chicks are 
placed under it to warm litter. 
Avoid bird chilling by main- 
taining 95°F under the hover 
two inches from floor. 

On infrared units use one 
250-watt lamp per each 75-100 
chicks and mount lamps 15 
inches from floor. Raise lamps 
two inches each week. USDA 
recommends use of plastic 
hoods over infrared brooders 
to conserve heat, Lamps should 
be thermostat-controlled. 
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Infrared brooders keep chicks comfortable with radiated heat—similar 
to the comfort from sunshine on a cold day. Chicks are always visible.

Brooding 


Sanitation is important. 
Clean and disinfect brooder 
coop or house for each new 
flock. Disinfect with solution 
of one pound lye and 2% 


pounds water-slaked lime in 
5% gallons of hot water. 

Ventilate so chicks have a 
constant flow of fresh air 
without drafts. A relative hu- 
midity of 45-60% is good for 
chicks under brooders. 

Feed chicks a good grade 
chick starter immediately aft- 
er placing under brooder. Re-

Garage Deor Opens Itself 





hen you're tired after a 

hard day’s work, tugging 
on a balky garage door doesn’t 
sound inviting. Kenneth Gar- 
ver, Mahoning County, Ohio, 
lets a little % hp electric motor 
do the job for him. 

The motor carries a 2-inch 
diameter pulley. A belt from 
this pulley drives a 12-inch 
pulley, which is coupled to a 
7-toothed sprocket by a chain. 
The sprocket in turn runs a 
pair of identical sprockets, over 
which a #32 chain runs. 

The lift arm is welded to a 
link of the chain. A touch on 
the control button raises or 
shuts the door. Another but- 
ton outside the garage does 
the same job from there. Limit 
switches turn motor off when 
door reaches top or bottom po- 
sition.
